LACKS COLOR 


Lords Commissioners, Of- 
ficiate in British House

LONDON, July 2—The formal open- 
ing of the new Parliament toddy was 
quiet, even dull, The Lords Commis- 
sioners, in scarlet and ermine robes, 
lent a touch of color to the great 
chamber of the House of Lords. But 
almost gone entirely were the glitter, 
pomp, and circumstance of a state 
Opening of parliament, with the ab- 
sence of His Majesty. 

As the lords commissioners took 
their seats in front of the two empty 
thrones there were only three yeisons | 

| in the front government benches; be-) 
| hind were empty spaces.. The opposi+ 
tion benches, however, were well filied, 
though none of the peers wore state 
robes. All were dressed alike in morn- 
ing dress, except for a couple who 
gave a still more businesslike air to 
the proceedings by wearing lounge 
suits of dark grey. Not since 1900, the 
latter part of the reign of Queen Vic- 
torla, had the British Parliament been 
opened before by a lord commissioner. 

Lord Sankey, the lord chancellor 
was leading as the five lerds com- 
missioners took their seats. On their 

| right were the Archbishop of Canter- 
busy and six other lords spiritual. 

“Let the commons know,” said Lord 
Sankey, raising his three-cornered 
hat, “that -the Lords Commissioners 
desire their immediate attendance in 
this house,” 

The Black Rod departed with his 
message, and even in that there was a 
difference from a state »pening, | for 
in the message from the Throne the 
King “commands” the commoners to 
attend. A few minutes, and the mem- 
bers of the lower house were at the 
bar of the House of Lords -to hear 
Lord Sankey read His Majesty's “most 
grecious speech,” 

The first King’s speech in British 
history, prepared by the Labor govern- 
ment was then read, oceupying just 
ten minutes, A feature of it Was the 
almost insistent way in which it wae 
emphasized that the new government 
was working in consultation with the 
dominions. 

It expressed the hope of securing, in 
co-operation with the, governments of 
the Dominions, of India and of foreign 
powers, an early reduction in arma- 
ments. The government was consult- 
ing the Dominions on the signing of 
the optional clause of the world court

partial 

Of the results of my first visit the 
first that I would set down with the 
areatest positiveness is that whatever 
deceptions may be abroad about Rus- 
sia the falsest is that which repre- | 
sents the Soviet Union, or any part 
of it, as approximating to the forms 
Western civilization There are 
those who come from Russia and re- | 
assuringly report that the theatres in 
Moscow are crowded, that there are 
full hotises at the Opera, that the Fox | 
Trot and the Charleston cre as popu- 
lar in the Communist capital as in 
New York, that night clubs are in | 
full swing, the American and German 
capitalists fill the best hotels, having 
come to Moscow to negotiate conces- 
sions or orders with the various trusts 
and syndicates and co-operative 
societies and other trading organs of 
the Soviet Government It is im- 
plied that Socialism, Communism, 
Bolshevism, Revolution, are only 
words and that real things are very 
much the same in Russia as else- 
where. 

Superficially this description of 
Moscow and Leningrad is true, You 
can travel from Warsaw to Moscow, 
or, indeed, from Paris to Leningrad, 
in first-class luxury, There is a 
change of trains at the Russian bor- 
der, for the Russian railroad is of a 
broader guage, but when at Niego- 
reloje you enter the cars marked 
CCCP, the letters which in the Rus- 
sian alphabet stand for Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics, you cer- 
tainly do not fee! that they are in- 
ferior, in point of elegance and com- 
fort, to any cars you have seen before. 
The Russian cars are not called first- 
Glass, second-class or third-class 
‘These terms ere taboo in a country 
where class-consciousness is a religion, 
and a Russian will correct you if you | 
use them. There are myakhky Wagon, 
cars with soft seats, and zhosty wagon, 
cars with hard seats. Under the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariet the dif- 
fernce is indicated by refernce to up- 
holstery instead of numerals. Yet the 
difference remains, There is not one 
kind of carriage but three kinds, not | 
one fare but three fares, on the prin- | 
cipal lines. On other lines there are 
only two kinds, “soft” and “hard. 

Observing Propricties | 

Where there are three kinds the 
best compartments usually have berths 
for two, and it is possible, by paying 
double the price of a sleeping berth, 
to reserve the whole compartment for 
one. In other “soft” carriages there

All records for homestead grants in 
the Edmonton land district have been 
broken by the applications during the 
past three months, the total for Apri, ; 
May and June being 1,019, exclusive of

During the past month, June, appli- 
cations continued to come at the rate 
of 15 to 20 a day, the total being 308 
homesteads and 12 soldier grants, as 
against 208 homesteads and seven 
soldier grants a year ago, an increase 
of 105 quarter sections taken out for 
settlement, 

Monthly Increase 

The present rush for land started in 
April when a new high mark of 349 
was set, \his being the highest since 
1908 when large sections of land were 
thrown open, Then in May this mark 
was betterea, 362 homesteads being 
taken out. June saw a slight decrease 
but the average was maintained, 

Tuesday morning, the beginning of 
July, saw no let-up in the demand for 
free land, the local office being crowd- 
d from 9 a.m, until well after 11 a.m. 
The staff were hard put to deal with 
the many applications while the de- 
partment interpreter was forced to 
deal with case after case. 

The homestwaders show no desire to 
settle in any particular section, all dis- 
tricts under the jurisdiction of the 
local office being in demand, From re- 
ports made as applications are filed,
